The European Tour 


Inquiries received since the first an- 
nouncement (The Blood-Horse, June 30. 
page 1438) of “the first annual Thorough- 
bred tour” suggest that the trip will be- 
come a reality. 

Among those who expressed 
definite interest in making the trip are 
the manager of a major Eastern race 
track, one of the country’s best known 
public relations men, 2 Virginia breeders 
and their wives, a horse insurance special- 
ist, and an accomplished horsewoman who 
has had experience as secretary to central 
Kentucky horse farms.

CALIFORNIA 
4 Wins by 26 Lengths 


Los ANGELES. The finest development 
of the Hollywood Park season, without 
much chance of a dissenting vote, is an 
undefeated and unextended son of Count 
Fleet. 

Count of Honor resembles his sire a 
great deal, in both appearance and action. 
Since beginning his racing career only a 
few weeks ago he has breezed to 4 tri- 
umphs so easily that he is likely to be 
favored over Social Climber, Terrang, 
Count Chic, and other 3-year-olds in the 
$75,000-added Westerner Stakes (Holly- 
wood Park’s Derby) on July 21. 


Veteran Johnny Longden, who rode 
Count Fleet to his Triple Crown triumphs 
and other victories, says that Count of 
Honor is “gaited like the old horse, is 
smart and easy to rate.” Longden has 
tested Count of Honor pretty well in his 
first 4 races. The colt will move early 
or late, and on the one occasion that he 
was touched with a whip he took off like a 
rocket. 

Trainer Michael M. (Buster) Millerick 
deserves much of the credit for developing 
Count of Honor. The colt was in his 
stable last year, but was a clumsy 2-year- 
old that was busy growing, so Millerick 
returned him to Mrs. John D. Hertz’s 
Amarillo Ranch in San Fernando Valley, 
where he was raised. He rejoined the 
stable early this year, and Millerick went 
along slowly with him before sending him 
to the races. 

On June 4 Count of Honor made his 
first start in a maiden race and won by 9 
lengths in 1:1015 for 6 furlongs. He 
came back on June 26 to shoulder 120 
pounds and win again by 9 lengths in 
1:0935, which is fast, even for Hollywood 
Park. On July 3 he stretched out to a 
mile and won by 5 lengths in 1:3624, and 
on July 13 he carried 122 pounds over 


li; miles and won by 3 lengths in 1:4214. 


In that race a horse came to Count of 
Honor at the three-sixteenths-pole, and 
when Longden touched him with the whip 
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he took off, was being eased at the wire. 
That totals up to 4 victories with win- 
ning margins of 26 lengths. 


Brother to Countess Fleet 


A bay colt out of Honor Bound, by *Bull 
Dog. Count of Honor was bred at Mrs. 
Hertz’s Stoner Creek Stud in Kentucky, 
and was shipped to California as a year- 
ling. He is owned by Mr. Hertz’s good 
friend and partner Robert Lehman. 

Count of Honor is the same color as 
Count Fleet. but is taller and has bigger 
quarters than his famous sire. He is a 
racy-looking type, always on his toes in 
the post parade and anxious to get going. 

His older sister is Countess Fleet, which 
was unbeatable at Hollywood Park last 
year, and his 2-year-old sister, named 
Her Honor, has shown excellent speed in 
trials in New York. Hertz bought Honor 
Bound for his friend out of the Crispin 
Oglebay sale a few years ago for $12,000. 
“She was the first one in the ring,” he re- 
calls, “or I never would have obtained her 
for that price.” 

Easterners will get a look at Count of 
Honor after the Hollywood Park season 
closes. Millerick, who has been a “regu- 
lar” along the California circuit for years,

will invade New York with his public 
stable which includes the racing strings 
of the Hertzes, Lehman, Mrs. Harry Cur- 
land, and Mr. and Mrs. Barry Richards. 

Year in and year out, Millerick has been 
one of the top conditioners in California. 
The feeling out here is that he’ll win his 
share in New York, or anywhere else that 
he may race. 


The Same Old Swaps 


“Well, Bill, it’s the same old_ thing. 
The slower you take it the first part of 
the race, the better I'll like it.” 

Those were trainer Meshach (Mish) 
Tenney’s words to jockey Willie Shoe- 
maker as they stood in front of stall No. 3 
in the paddock at Hollywood Park just 
before the running of the Gold Cup. 

A few moments later he gave Willie a 
leg-up into the saddle of the golden chest- 
nut colt that stood quietly in the stall. 
Then Shoemaker and Swaps went on the 
track before 55,268 fans, and it was the 
same old thing. They won the Gold Cup 
in exactly the same manner as they had 
become accustomed to cleaning up at 
Hollywood Park — with Swaps eased up 
at the end. 

Swaps came roaring out of the gate on 
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Willie Shoemaker had his usual tight hold on Swaps as the Rex Ellsworth colt reached the finish of the Hollywood 
Gold Cup on July 14. Mister Gus, which set the pace for 7 furlongs, finished second, 2 lengths behind the winner. 


top. and it was all wee Willie could do 
to restrain him so that he could follow 
Tenney’s instructions to take the first part 
“slow”. He held Swaps down on the rail 
going to the first turn while Mister Gus 
came up from his outside post to take 
the early lead, and they went the first 
quarter in :23. 

Once on the backstretch, Shoemaker 
got off the rail with Swaps and the pace 
grew hotter as he kept forcing Mister Gus 
to dig in harder and faster to hold his 
lead. As they went into the far turn 
Swaps was half-lapped on Mister Gus, 
and as they reached the five-sixteenths- 
pole, exactly in the middle of the far turn, 
Swaps’ nose showed in front. 

Swaps’ margin grew larger with every 
smooth stride, and as the big colt thun- 
dered into the home stretch he had the 
lead by 4 lengths. Shoemaker showed him 
the whip 2 or 3 times, but never touched 
him with it, and in the last 70 yards he 
was taking the winner in hand. Swaps’ 
margin at the wire was 2 lengths, with 
Mister Gus another length and a quarter 
in front of his stablemate Porterhouse. 
The second and third earned $50,000 for 
Llangollen Farm. Honeys Alibi collected 
$10,000 for his fourth. Beau Busher was 
fifth, Bobby Brocato sixth, and Blue Volt 
last. 


New Record for Added Money 


Swaps’ time of 1:5835 sliced a full 
second off Rejected’s year-old track record 
for 144 miles, but was two-fifths of a 
second slower than *Noor’s world record, 
set in 1950 at Golden Gate Fields. There’s 
not much doubt but that Swaps would 
have broken *Noor’s mark if he had been 
under a drive the last quarter. 

The Gold Cup set a record for money 
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paid out by an association. In order to 
pay off the lavish purse, Hollywood Park 
had to come up with $151,900, which 
includes a check of $102,100 to the win- 
ner along with a breeder’s award of 
$10,000 to owner Rex Ellsworth. 


_ There is one more race at Hollywood 
Park for which Swaps is eligible. That 
is the $100,000-added Sunset Handicap at 
15 miles on getaway day, and the chances 
are Swaps will start, although Ellsworth 
and Tenney want a look at the weights 
first. 


In either case, Swaps and about 10 sta- 
blemates will be leaving here soon for 
Chicago, where his first objective will be 
the $100,000-added Washington Park 
Handicap at one mile on September 3. 
After that there is a possibility of races 
for Swaps in New Jersey, Maryland, and 
New York. 

“We expect to run Swaps 5 or 6 times 
before the end of the year,” Tenney said. 
“Tf all is still well with his foot, we hope 
to race him through next year. If he is 
close to Nashua then in earnings, we'll 
keep him going until he reaches the top.” 


Nighttime Worrying 


Swaps came out of the Gold Cup with- 
out damage to his hoof or his heel. The 
heel showed some small cracks, but it did 
not break open and bleed, as it had after 
the American. An aureomycin pack was 
applied to the pastern after the race. 

Tenney was relieved when the Gold Cup 
was over. At 1:30 a.m. Friday, the day 
before the race, he was awakened and 
started thinking about the horse and won- 
dering how Swaps was standing. Mish 
goes a lot on whether Swaps rests hit 
front feet, or his hind, and where he 


throws his weight when he is just standing 
and resting in his stall. 

The trainer got up, jumped into his 
car, and drove from his home in Chino to 
Hollywood Park—which is an_ hour's 
drive, even at that time of the morning. 
He took one look at Swaps, saw that he 
wasn’t favoring his right front, then curled 
up in the tack room and went to sleep. 

Ellsworth and Tenney, along with train- 
ers Bill Molter and Charley Whittingham, 
and writers in the press box, all felt that 
Mister Gus ran a remarkably fine race, 
possibly the best of his career. The point 
is that Californians are convinced that 
Swaps beat a better field in the Gold Cup 
than Nashua did in winning the Monmouth 
Handicap on the same afternoon. In fact, 
the argument out here now isn’t whether 
Swaps can beat Nashua; it’s whether Mis- 
ter Gus might be able to handle him, too.

FLORIDA 
Still 5 Pounds in Most Races 


The Florida State Racing Commission 
last week amended its rule allowing 
Florida-bred horses a 5-pound allowance in 
all races at Florida tracks. It had been 
proposed by some trainers that the allow- 
ance be abolished, but Dan Chappell, presi- 
dent of the Florida Breeders’ Association, 
told the commission that the Florida Thor- 
oughbred breeders needed the 5-pound 
allowance except in stakes. The commission 
then voted to abolish the 5-pound allow- 
ance in all stakes worth $20,000 or more. 

The commission also changed its appren- 
tice jockey rule. Beginning with the 1956- 
57 Florida season, an apprentice will] re- 
tain his 5-pound allowance until he has 
ridden 40 winners or until one year from 
the date of his first winner, whichever 
occurs later. He will continue to get a 3- 
pound allowance for an additional year 
when riding for his original contract 
employer. 


ARKANSAS 
57,000 Pro, 40,000 Con 


The fight over pari-mutuel betting in 
Arkansas continued last week. Pro-racing 
forces, centered in Hot Springs, location 
of Oaklawn Park, obtained the signatures 
of 57,117 voters on a petition asking 
authorization of horse racing and _pari- 


mutuel betting in Hot Springs by constitu- 
tional amendment. Present authority is by 
legislative act. 

A petition which would outlaw pari- 
mutuel betting in the state got 40,000 
signatures, 

Both proposals will be included on the 
ballot at the Arkansas general election 
in November. According to state law, a 
petition must have at least 34,000 
signatures to get on the ballot. 

Since both proposals will appear on the 
ballot, the question already has been raised 
as to which will take precedence if both 
happen to obtain a favorable vote. The 
Attorney General’s office said that the 
proposal gaining the largest number of 
votes would become law.

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STUD NEWS 


*Tulyar's 21-Hour Trip 


A week after *My Babu had made the 
crossing from Ireland to Lexington, Ky., 
in 2214 hours, *Tulyar got the same 
distance in 21 hours. The 7-year-old 
stallion, purchased from the Irish National 
Stud for $672,000 and syndicated by A. 
B. Hancock Jr., left Shannon Airport at 
12:40 a. m. Monday, July 16, landed in 
New York at 8:31 a. m. (EDT), cleared 
customs, changed planes, left at 12:40, and 
pulled up for unloading at the Lexington 
airport at 2:40 p. m. (CDT). 

By Greenwich time, the trip had taken 
from 0040 to 2140 hours, including more 
than 4 hours on the ground in New York. 

Accompanying the horse were Col. Floyd 
Sager, resident veterinarian at Claiborne 
Farm, and Matthew Lynch and Douglas 
McCormack, who had handled *Tulyar at 
the National Stud. They reported that the 
trip was without incident, that the cross- 
ing’ was smooth, and that the horse slept 
considerably and ate well during the 
passage. As with *My Babu a week 
earlier, the shipment was handled by the 
John J. McCabe Agency on a Pan-Ameri- 
can DC-6. 


Met at the airport by Mr. and Mrs. 
Hancock and a small group of horsemen, 
*Tulyar was vanned the 20-odd miles 
to Claiborne Farm. As soon as he walked 
off the van he was turned into a paddock, 
where in all probability, he had more 
freedom than at any time since he was a 
yearling in 1950. After being allowed 
to stretch his legs about 20 minutes he 
was put into the stall which probably will 
be his home for the rest of his life. 


The handsome brown horse, though he 
has not been measured or weighed, was 
estimated by Colonel Sager and the 2 
grooms to stand a trifle more than 16 
hands and to weigh a little over 1,300 
pounds. 


Bred and raced by the Aga Khan, the 
7-year-old *Tulyar is by Tehran (Bois 
Roussel—Stafaralla, by Solario) out of 
Neocracy, by Nearco out of Harina, by 
Blandford. His first and second dams 
were high-class race mares, and Harina 
is a sister to the Derby winner Trigo. 
*Tulyar went unbeaten in 7 starts as a 
3-year-old in 1952, his victories including 
the Derby, Eclipse Stakes, King George 
VI and Queen Elizabeth Stakes, and the 


*Tulyar was in his paddock at A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne Farm, Paris, Ky., in 
less than 22 hours after he left Shannon, Ireland. The horse arrived in Lexington 
at 2:40 p.m. (CDT) on July 16, becoming the second horse to be flown directly 


from Europe to Lexington. 
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The first was *My Babu, which arrived July 9. 


St. Leger. His earnings that year, £76, 
41714, established a new English record, 
and before the year was out he was sold 
to the Irish National Stud for the record 
price of $750,000. His first foals are 
yearlings. 


The Terrible Twister 


Late in the afternoon of Friday, July 13, 
Crown Crest Farm’s chauffeur Noah Scott, 
with his wife and 2 of Mr. and Mrs, 
Howard Reineman’s children, Robert, 14, 
and Judy, 10, were in a station wagon 
approaching a round barn which had been 
converted into an implement shed and 
machine shop. They were less than 50 
yards away when Judy shouted, “Look, 
the barn’s on fire!” 

The barn was not on fire. It was 
shaking and shimmering through the dust 
at the bottom of a tornado’s funnel. In 
an instant it was torn to pieces, and the 
storm moved on, rising and falling, across 
the rich acres of northern Fayette County, 
where Thoroughbred breeding is more 
densely concentrated than anywhere else 
in the world. 

Wherever the tail of the tornado touch- 
ed near the ground it wrought destruction, 
tearing up barns, trees, garages, fences, 
or whatever happened to be in its path. 
Damage of more than a quarter-million 
dollars was estimated later. Among the 
Thoroughbred farms hardest hit were 
Crown Crest, Normandy, and Duntreath. 
In a matter of a few minutes the twister 
had moved on in its hop-skip-and-ruin 
course to do lesser damage elsewhere. 

No lives were lost, no serious injuries 
sustained, and only a few horses were hurt. 
Three fillies at Crown Crest were injured 
by flying debris, and at E. Barry Ryan’s 
Normandy Farm a yearling colt by Hill 
Prince out of the good winner Jubling, 
owned by Charles H. Wacker III. was 
hit, but none of the injuries were found 
to be serious. 

This week Thoroughbred breeders and 
other farmers in the area north of Lex- 
ington were still picking up the debris 
and repairing the damage from the worst 
storm in the area since 1903. 


Cyclotron Retired 


Clifford Mooers, with a group of 
friends, was fishing in the Gulf of Cali- 
fornia this week when he suffered a mild 
heart attack. He was flown to the La 
Jolla Clinic at La Jolla, Calif., where he 
was to be an unwilling patient long 
enough to preclude his apperance at the 
Keeneland yearling sales beginning July 
30. From the hospital he telephoned The 
Blood-Horse that his 8-year-old Cyclotron, 
a high-class runner despite constant 
trouble, was having trouble with an old 
injury, and would be retired to the stud 
next year, either in California or in Ken- 
tucky.

After leaving Crown Crest, the tornado visited Max Gluck’s Elmendorf Farm and E. Barry Ryan’s Normandy Farm. 
At Elmendorf (left), several large trees were felled, and at Normandy a barn used for hay and straw storage was leveled. 


By the time the tornado reached P. L. Grissom’s Duntreath Farm, it was almost over, but still had plenty of power. 
The wind entered a garage by knocking out one of the front doors, left by blowing away one side of the building.

Weights for the Hollywood Gold Cup were 
announced on May 29, about 45 days before the 
race was run. Handicapper John Maluvius gave 
Swaps 130 pounds, 7 more than Bobby Brocato, 11 
more than Porterhouse, and 13 more than Mister 
Gus. In the interval between the assignment of 
the weights and the race it became obvious that 
the spread would have to be greater if a close 
contest was to be expected. (Maluvius had realized 
this fact. For the American Handicap on July 4 
he required Swaps to give Bobby Brocato 15 
pounds, Porterhouse 17 pounds, and Mister Gus 19 
pounds).

He bounded to a 4- 
length lead at the eighth-pole, then was allowed 
to take the final furlong at his leisure, winning by 
2 lengths. 

The running time was 1:5855, a full second faster 
than Rejected’s track record and only two-fifths 
of a second slower than *Noor’s American record, 
set at Santa Anita Park. The quarters were run in 
:23, :22%, :2336, :24%, and :25%. 

It was the fourth time in slightly more than a 
month that Swaps had run a mile in 1:34 or less 
at Hollywood Park. His fractional time for a 
mile in the Gold Cup equaled his American record 
established in the Argonaut Handicap.

After Eddie Arcaro dismounted following the 
Monmouth Handicap, a television announcer asked 
him, “What did you think of the race?” Arcaro 
replied, “It was Nashua’s easiest race. It isn’t 
often that you find a field as soft as this in g 
$100,000 race.” 

Arcaro’s opinion appeared sound on both counts, 
Nashua ran with Flying Chief for 3 furlongs, took 
over midway of the first turn, and drew out to a 
4-length lead leaving the backstretch.

Buddy and the Hirsches 


Los ANGELEs. If the depression had not 
intruded in his youth, W. J. (Buddy) 
Hirsch might very well be striding in and 
out of a New York Wall Street office 
these days instead of the saddling paddock 
at Hollywood Park and other race tracks. 

Despite the fact this his father. Max. 
has been a prominent trainer for more 
than 45 years. Buddy was not raised to 
be a conditioner of Thoroughbreds. 

Relaxing in the tack room office of 
Barn 3 at Hollywood Park. where he has 
some 30 horses, Buddy explained. “Dad 
didn’t want us around the horses too much. 
I suppose it was the usual gesture of a 
father who thinks a different line will be 
better for his children.” 

The elder Hirsch’s heart must not have 


sidelined for more than one year.

agreed with his reason, else his early direc- 
tion would have been more potent.

Under Hirsch’s care he has returned to win-

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summer vacations too.” After high school 
he entered Georgetown University. He 
grinned ruefully as he told of those days, 

“I guess Georgetown was too close to 
Bowie and the other Maryland tracks, 
Anyway, my time as a student there was 
limited to a year.” 


Next came a Wall Street interlude with 
Henry Hentz and Co., headed by H. N, 
Baruch, brother of Bernard Baruch. “But 
that was when the depression was getting 
steadily worse, so after a year and a half 
there was nothing left for me to do but get 
out.” Buddy said. 

Here his mother’s influence was felt. 
Mrs. Hirsch was aware of the ways of 
horses and horsemen, even before she met 
her husband. She was born at Morris 
Park, and her father, William Clare, train- 
ed for August Belmont at one time. Two 
of her sisters also married horsemen. so 
it was easy for her to understand the 
attraction Thoroughbreds had for her chil- 
dren. 

“At first.” Buddy said, “she didn’t like 
the idea of me following the horses any 
more than Dad did, but when she saw I 
wasn’t going to be happy doing anything 
else, she prevailed on Dad to let me try. 

“Tt was the same with Mary. Conditions 
in the backstretch were a lot different in 
those days. so naturally mother was 
reluctant about exposing her daughter to 
them. Later she was glad she’d given her 
permission, though. 

“As a young girl Mary was nervous and 
didn’t eat well—a bad doer, as we say on 
the backstretch. When she got in racing, 
the new interest settled her down and help- 
ed her in many ways. So Mother was glad 
eventually that she’d helped us both get 
our wish to go with the horses. I started 
out by working for Dad a while, then 
went out to train on the Kentucky and 
Chicago circuit for 4 or 5 years.” 


A Stakes Winner in 1933 


Buddy’s first winner was Dunny Boy 
at Washington Park in 1932, his first 
stakes success the Latonia Derby with 
Gold Basis in his second year of training. 
Among those behind Gold Basis that day 
in 1933 was Head Play. 

“Did you begin with your father’s train- 
ing methods, then develop your own?” 
Buddy was asked. 

He considered briefly, then nodded. 
“Yes, I suppose I started by using his 
patterns and gradually fitted in some of 
my own ideas. Dad and I usually get 
together during the fall in Maryland, and 
in these last years in his letters he’ll make 
suggestions now and then about certain 
horses. We’ve stayed pretty close.” 

As an example of how risks must be 
taken with condition books, Buddy chose a 
3-year-old maiden of a few years ago. 
“We were at Tanforan and this colt needed 
a race, but there was no straight maiden

one in the book. To run, I’d have to risk 
him for $8,000. 

“At 2 the colt had lacked a winning 
punch and couldn’t beat ordinary horses 
we tried him against. But his whole 
manner changed at 3. He was anxious 
to run and he always had been a good- 
looking colt. 

“Still, he was not a spectacular work 
horse and hadn’t raced for 6 months, so 
I didn’t think anyone was paying him 
much attention. Also, that was when 
horsemen and management were disputing 
purse money and rumors had floated north 
that Hollywood Park might not run its 
meeting at all. So I didn’t think anyone 
would claim him, but of course I checked 
with the owner before entering. He said 
go ahead. 


The Wrong Horse Claimed 


“He won, all right, and a horse was 
claimed out of the race, but not mine.” 
Buddy grinned. “Halter men still get hot 
about that oversight.” 

It’s no wonder. The maiden was King 
Ranch’s Rejected, which won more than 
$540,000 before his retirement this year. 

The dispute over purses rebounded in 
favor of Rejected in another way later. 
As part of the increase agreed upon. 
Hollywood Park’s Westerner was upped 
to $100,000 added in 1953, and Rejected 
won it. 

The son of Revoked—By Line, by *Blen- 
heim II, went on at 4 to win the Santa 
Anita Handicap, the American Handicap 
at Hollywood Park and the Hawthorne 
Gold Cup, while finishing second in 4 
other stakes. 
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Best horse yet trained by Buddy Hirsch is Rejected, shown, here with Willie 
The King Ranch horse earned $549,500 before he was retired. 


In 1955 he was at Hollywood Park point- 
ing for the Gold Cup when a knee and 
ankle developed trouble at the same time. 
Two days before the race he was a very 
doubtful starter. 

“Finally, I decided to use Hydrocor- 
tone.” Buddy said. “We'd found it 
successful in about 3 out of 5 cases, but 
what it would do for Rejected I had no 
idea. Fortunately, it took hold in remark- 
able fashion, so we decided to run.” 

At 6 to 1, Rejected was the longest 
price in the 6-horse field. Mister Gus turn- 
ed the first 6 furlongs in 1:0925, and 
Alidon had the lead as he got the mile in 
1:3415. The steadier speed of Rejected 
and Social Outcast began to close the gap 
turning for home and Rejected nipped 
Alidon in the last jump. He ran the 10 
furlongs in 1:5935 to lower *Noor’s track 
mark by a fifth. 

“A remarkable training job.” we com- 
mented as we watched a groom apply 
poultice powder to the same left knee and 
ankle of the big-hearted horse which only 
stands about 15:2. 

“T didn’t train him,” Buddy said, with 
the inherent modesty which modifies any 
recitation of his own accomplishment. “I 
couldn’t. I was afraid he would be short, 
that I hadn’t done enough for him, but 
he’d had a good series of races. and he 
doesn’t need a lot. His remarkable 
constitution, more than anything, was 
responsible for his big Gold Cup race.” 

After running second to Social Outcast 
in the 13-furlong Sunset Handicap, 
Rejected was sent to Steve Hammond’s 
Greenacres Stud Farm to be freshened 
up. Taken up again, he was doing well, 


winning in the mud at Santa Anita, before 
a tendon filled. 


Sprinters and Stayers 


We mentioned Rejected’s way of running 
off the pace. 

“He maintains an even pace which 
makes his stretch run look faster by 
comparison. He’s got good wind, and js 
never in distress or blowing after a race, 
even when beaten.” 

Buddy likes distance racing, but—“It 
seems people these days want speed in 
most everything—cars, horses, and even 
the human runners—and I suppose it’s up 
to the public, more or less.” 

Regarding conditioning for the 2 types 
of racing, he said: 

“Training for distance is a little more 
difficult than for the shorter races, I 
suppose. For distance, you have to build 
the horse up gradually, so the work is 
slower and takes more time. With a 
sprinter, there’s not much to it beyond 
getting him fit. If he can run, you just 
enter, blow him out, and send him to the 
post.” 

We asked about handicap weights, and 
he said: 

“They should be up to the handicapper, 
with no limits. To bring horses together 
for any kind of a contest you’ve got to use 
weight judiciously, and when you've got 
a good or great horse you’ve got to expect 
him to carry a load corresponding to his 
quality.” 

Rejected carried 126 when Correspon- 
dent, with 110, beat him a length and a 
half in the 1954 Hollywood Gold Cup. 
A week later he had 128, his top weight. 
while losing by a thin nose to Fleet Bird, 
with 115, in the Sunset. But Buddy didn’t 
complain when recalling the losses. 

Buddy usually starts the year at Santa 
Anita with about 30 horses in his string, 
the number dwindling to 10 or 12 by fall. 
Some he races for himself, presently having 
3 2-year-olds as well as Goyamo, the 1954 
Kentucky Derby contender whose under- 
pinning sidelined him for more than a 
year after that race. Goyamo has been 
doing well, but Buddy is skeptical of how 
much of his old form can be regained. 

Besides King Ranch horses, Buddy trains 
some for Harry Isaacs’ Brookfield Farm 
(Intent) and for Ed Lasker (By Zeus and 
Lychnus). He also has Mobobo. 2. 
Nearco—*Kirsch, by Gold Bridge. for 
which Major C. C. Moseley and Robert 
Hibbert reportedly paid $60,000. King 
Ranch recently sent him 5 2-year-olds. 

In 1950. when a fire caused a split sea- 
son at Hollywood Park, Hirsch made his 
first visit to California as a trainer. For 
the last 4 years he has stayed for both the 
Santa Anita and Hollywood meetings. and 
he, his wife Sandy, and their 3 children. 
Billy (54%), Mike (4), and: Marilyn (3). 
now live in Arcadia. on the Santa Anita 
side of Los Angeles.

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The All-Curves Course 


Editor's note. Some weeks ago we had 
the pleasure of a brief visit with 2 archi- 
tects who have included race track design- 
ing in their work, Robert E. Rader Jr., of 
Lexington, and William E. Burk Jr., of 
Albuquerque. Burk planned the new 
Turf Paradise at Phoenix, Ariz., one of the 
most convenient and most colorful tracks 
in the country. When we began asking 
questions about the design of the track it- 
self he started with an Archimedes spiral 
and from there on talked so fast and did 
so many doodles that it was apparent at 
once he was going to distance us. 

We cut through the infield and suggest- 
ed that Burk should write it down for 
us, and we asked for special emphasis on 
the design of the track itself. The un- 
orthodoxy of the course lies in its lack of 
straight lines; even the stretches are very 
slightly curved. The architect's comments 
follow, minus a few arbitrary deletions. 


It is interesting to note that at Turf 
Paradise on January 15, 1956, the fifth 
day of racing for that new track, the 
American record for 614 furlongs was 
broken by 2% of a second, and throughout 
the 24-day meeting near-record times were 
reported almost every day. The record- 
breaking horse, Mr. Favor (ch. g., 6, Crack 
Favor—Gay Scholar) was a good but not 
outstanding animal. It will be interesting 
to observe the time of future races at Turf 
Paradise as the class of horses improves 
and purses increase, for we feel that the 
course approaches the varsity track for 
horse racing. 

A great deal of research and planning 
went into the design of this track, a mile 
oval with 3-furlongs and 614-furlong 
chutes. The following discussion, offered 
in the hope that it may prove useful to 
others with similar problems, is organized 
under 1] subheadings corresponding to 
the several important considerations bear- 
ing upon the construction of a horse racing 
track. 


1. Basic Terrain and Orientation 


The program for Phoenix is a winter 
season from December to March, therefore 
orientation of the grandstand with respect 
to the sun was of major importance. It 
was found from a study of the sun’s 
declination that the maximum use of its 
radiant heat on grandstand seating during 
the winter months could be accomplished 
with the axis of the track at N 58° 52’ E. 

This placed the sun’s rays almost direct- 
ly in the stand during the morning hours. 
At mid-afternoon the sun’s rays enter the 
southwest glass end of the grandstand and 
produce a warm, pleasing atmosphere. 
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RACE TRACK DESIGN 


This orientation coincided with aspects 
of the terrain, for a natural grade of about 
1 per cent slopes southwesterly with the 
axis of the track, providing excellent 
natural drainage for the entire plant. 
The inside rail was set exactly level, leav- 
ing the southwest turn on a high fill 
and the northeast turn in a rather deep 
cut. The infield was then leveled off 
slightly below grade of the measured mile. 

In the cut-and-fill type of construction 
which resulted, the fills were compacted to 
95 per cent density by means of sheeps- 
foot and pneumatic type rollers. Analysis 
showed the soil to be fairly uniform, sandy 
and silty loam. 


2. Drainage 


Drainage of the running surface was 
accomplished by sloping the stretches and 
turns toward the infield and elevating the 
track. A minimum slope of 24 inches was 
maintained across the 90-foot stretch and 
the 80-foot back stretch. Super-elevation 
of the turns is discussed later. The slope 
affords excellent drainage without detri- 
mental scouring of the surface during the 
off season. 


3. Engineering and Design of Oval 


A mile track built according to older 
conventions might consist of front and 
back straightaways each 1,320 feet in 
length with the ends connected by arcs 
each 1,320 feet in length. This design 
leaves much to be desired. Running horses 
too often break their stride or change 
their pace as they go into a turn. 

There has been much discussion about 
compound turns, how sharply a horse can 
turn at high speed, why a horse breaks 
his stride, and so forth. First we must 
realize that the same physical principles 
are involved on a race track as on a high- 


speed railroad or highway. A horse should 
be provided with as constant a running 
condition as possible. There is a disturb. 
ing effect on a horse as he approaches 
abrupt turns and other hazards, such as 
furlong markers too close to the rail. He 
is particularly concerned where _ the 
straight rail of the stretch changes into a 
turn. 

It is granted some horses “run out” from 
the rail, but still the rail is his guide line, 
It is desirable, therefore, that a track of 
the conventional shape be modified so as 
to “ease” into the turns. This is sometimes 
done on conventional tracks by “eye. 
balling in” the turns, but we thought it 
best to arrive at a mathematical solution. 

This can be accomplished by introducing 
a cubic or railway transitional spiral at 
the turns. Selection may be made from 
an almost infinite number of spirals. At 
Turf Paradise a 410-foot or 13° 40’ spiral, 
compounded with a simple curve, was 
chosen for the turns. This arrangement 
gives only a 16-foot offset from the tradi- 
tional track with straights and simple ares, 
but greatly lessens the abruptness of 
transition from straight to turn. 

The final alignment on the track con- 
sisted of 2 straights (not quite straight) 
of 913.34 feet, 2 simple curves of 906.66 
feet, and 4 cubic spirals of 410 feet. The 
turns were super-elevated from the mini- 
mum 2-foot super-elevation at the begin- 
ning of curves, increasing uniformly to a 
maximum of 5 feet super-elevation at the 
\point where the transition meets the 
simple curve, thence decreasing uniformly 
again from the point of compound curva- 
ture on the opposite side of the turn to the 
2-foot minimum at the end of the turn. 

We believe that the racing course at Turf 
Paradise comes as close to being the 
ideal oval track as any constructed. There 
actually is little mathematical straight- 
away, except where the horses run out of 
the starting chutes. Experienced jockeys 
have confirmed that no change of pace

Cubic spirals and 


simple curves are used on the turns, and the straightaways themselves 
have a very slight curvature, except where the horses start from a chute.

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which is separated from the outside rail by a drainage area. 


was noticed in making the mile circuit on 
this track. (See Fig. 1.) 


4. Running Mat, Soil Composition 


The running mat or top 18” of soil above 
subgrade, should be a type which does not 
ballup or produce clods when subjected to 
alternate wetting and drying, yet should 
have qualities of resilience. Such a type 
of soil was found nearby on the so-called 
desert. 

Technically the soil should have only a 
small percentage of clay. (Clay is that part 
of a soil sample which passes a number 
270 sieve.) On the other hand a too sandy 
soil is undesirable. Thus a soil classified 
broadly as a sandy or silty loam is most 
desirable. 

The material for the running mat was 
screened to remove large gravel and rocks. 
It is desirable that the material be run 
through a No. 8 sieve, but since this was 
deemed too expensive an operation. a 
compromise was made, and 100 per cent 
of the material was passed through a No. 
4 sieve. The soil has a low plasticity 
index, the upper limit being an index of 8. 


5. Relationship to Forecourt and Stands 


One of the most controversial parts of 
track design and the most often incorrectly 
constructed is the slope of the forecourt, 
in its relationship to the grandstand and 
track. (See Fig. 2.) One should be able 
to walk directly out of the main line or 
ground floor of the grandstand onto the 
forecourt without the use of steps. The 
forecourt should slope downward toward 
the track so that patrons can stand without 
undue fatigue and see the horses running 
without interference from other people of 
average height standing in front of them. 
We find this slope is best at about 6.5 
per cent. 

Even more important is the relationship 
of the forecourt to the track. Elevation of 
the track 214 to 31% feet above the lower 
level of the forecourt greatly improves the 
line of sight. The depth of the forecourt 
is a function of its length and the number 
of people it should accommodate, but is 
not too deep at 100’ to 125’; the forecourt 
should not be so narrow that the flow of 
people is congested. Separating the fore- 
court and outside track rail can be an area 
which provides safety, improves sight lines, 
and provides a drainage area for rain and 
maintenance washdown, as well as a walk-

way for jockeys to and from the jockeys’ 
room. 


6. Starting Chutes 


Starting chutes, of course, vary with the 
requirements of each track. Even though 
the chute crosses the turn of the track, 
this usually takes place early in the race 
and should not alter the engineering of 
the turns. The chute should be elevated a 
distance equal to the required super- 
elevation of the turn. The chute before 
the stretch should be wider than the 
straightaway, or flared, in order that large 
fields may be accommodated. 


7. Starting Gate Pull-offs 


Many tracks do not have pull-offs for 
starting gates at all the starting positions, 
and this we feel is an error. A starting 
gate pulled to the outside rail has caused 
serious accidents. Moreover, it is a 
definite psychological hazard to the horse 
and rider to approach a gate so parked. 
Should some failure occur, so that the gate 
cannot be moved from a starting position, 
the race must be aborted. I recommend 
pull-offs for the gate at all starting posi- 
tions on the track, except of course the 
chutes. 

At Turf Paradise pull-offs were con- 
structed for the 5%, 34, mile, mile-and-a- 
sixteenth, and mile-and-one-eighth posi- 
tions. I feel that a team of horses should 
be used to move the starting gate. The 
teams not only lend atmosphere, but are 
more reliable than a tractor. 


8. Maintenance 
Maintenance of the racing course should

be understood as a continuing cost. There 
is a considerable loss of soil each year by 
wind and rain erosion, and a stockpile of 
the running mat soil should be kept on 
hand for constant replacement. 

Most of the wear and erosion takes place 
within 30’ of the inside rail. When the 
running mat becomes’ thin, harrows and 
discs bring up the material from the sub- 
grade, sometimes damaging the running 
surface so that the fine topsoil has to be 
rescreened or replaced. One cannot simply 
place another foot of soil on top without 
lowering rail heights, raising sight lines, 
and so forth. The running mat should be 
maintained in constant top condition. 

As a track is used there is formed at 
the inside rail a berm which must be 
thrown back constantly onto the track. 
(See Fig. 3.) This berm is the best soil. 
If not removed, it seriously hampers drain- 
age. It holds water on the track at the 
most critical place, near the inside rail. 
Proper design of the inside rail permits this 
maintenance with a grader. 


9. Track Rail 


I believe the inside rail used at Turf 
Paradise is the best, for several reasons, 
and when one considers painting and track 
maintenance I think it must be agreed that 
it is economically sound over a period of 
years. 

The smooth aluminum rail is 40” above 
the track and projects 39” from its post. 
This projection permits a grader blade 
to reach under the rail and recover the 
berm of soil and maintain the necessary 
drainage. The offset posts minimize the 
danger of injury to a rider who might fall.

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This picture looks down the rail of the 7-furlong chute at Hollywood Park, 
and illustrates the hollow, aluminum rail and the gooseneck rail supports. 


This type of rail, with steel posts set in 
concrete, can be installed in perfect align- 
ment, and it needs no painting. The cross- 
section of the rail itself permits the 
stringing of telephone and other wiring 
without additional conduit. Even if the 
aluminium rail were felt to be too expen- 
sive. I certainly would recommend the off- 
set steel posts for the ease and economy 
of maintenance. 


10. Other Fixtures, Markers, and Stands 


Other items for consideration when 
building a track are such things as 
adequate access for utility systems to the 
infield from the grandstand, tote room. 
power sources, water sources, and so forth. 
Once the track is constructed, it is desir- 
able that it never be trenched through 
again. At Turf Paradise, in addition to 
the 9 4-inch conduits for tote cables, an 
empty 18” concrete pipe was placed under 
the subgrade for future contingencies. A 
4’ x 6’ concrete tunnel would be even more 
desirable. 

Furlong markers are for the use of the 
judges and patrons and not for the horses. 
consequently they should be placed well 
back of the rail. Differences in quarter. 
furlong and 16th poles should include 
shape and size, as well as color. Patrol 
judges’ stands should not be large, bulky 
structures. 


11. Landscape, Background, and 
Obstructions 


Finally, the landscaping of the track and 
infield is of utmost importance. All eyes 
are on the track and infield. which should 
afford as pleasant a view as_ possible. 
Heavy planting near the inside rails, 
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especially at the turns, is a disadvantage, 
and it is suggested that dark green foliage 
will make an excellent background on the 
outside of turns and backstretch. Bright 
rails stand out against this background 
and add to visibility. 


Hollywood Park's Inner Rail

(Tony) Hansen designed a new inner 


rail for Hollywood Park in 1954.

The aluminum alloy he chose cost 87 
cents a foot, compared to 70 cents for 
wood. But there has been no upkeep for 
the metal, while the wood had been costing 
$5.000 annually. 

The alloy has great tensile strength, 
eliminating the danger of a shattered raj] 
impaling a horse. 

“T was close by once when a _ horse 
shied as it came on the track in the 
chute.” Hansen said, “It dashed headlong 
against the inner rail, and I could see 
the metal give. then snap back into posi. 
tion, flinging the horse back on to the 
track.” 

The safety factor in the resilient strength 
proved itself on June 16 when Tribal 
Chief ducked in while leading during the 
final eighth of the fifth race. He hit the 
railing hard enough to fling Jockey Johnny 
Longden out of the saddle—hard enough, 
probably, to have shattered a wood railing, 

But Tribal Chief bounced back on to 
the track. Longden dangled, with both 
legs on the left side of his mount. “look- 
ing for a safe spot to land.” His foot 
hit the rail’s top, and he got enough 
spring to vault back into the saddle. 

Tribal Chief finished seventh, beating 2 
horses to the wire, and Longden came back 
to ride in the El Dorado Handicap 2 races 
later. 

Since the alloy will expand under heat 
about 10 times as much as soft iron, it is 
fastened to the 3-inch iron posts in a way 
that permits lateral movement. Posts are 
set 10 feet apart on the straightaways, 8 
feet apart on turns. They are goosenecked, 
entering the ground 37 inches back of the 
railing’s face. This provides great freedom 
for working harrows, and, more important, 
sanctuary for a thrown rider. 

Another recent safety testimonial came 
from W. H. (Willie) Wyndle, former 
jockey who recently has been making his 
mark as a trainer. At Barn 27 Willie 
told about his experience with No Bumps, 
one of the horses he trains for Mr. and 
Mrs. Harry James (Betty Grable), while 
working him in the morning. 

“After passing the three-eighths-pole | 
hit No Bumps and he ducked in. | 
straightened him, then hit him again. This 
time he hit the rail and threw me from 
the near side. 

“My foot caught in the stirrup and No 
Bumps—what a name for a mount when 
you're in a fix like that—dragged me for 
at least 70 yards before I could kick free. 
All that time I was bouncing along between 
thé horse and the rail, and he was running 
close to it. 

“With the old-style rail, I'm certain I'd 
not be here to tell the story now. Thanks 
to Tony’s goosenecked one, I got out with 
a pulled muscle and not a single bruise.” 

Hansen was a general contractor and 
interior decorator before joining Holly- 
wood Park when it was built 19 years ago. 
He has been track superintendent for the 
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Shapes Sizes”

Italy's Classics—and Ribot 


Rome. Although the racing season in 
in Italy has reached .the halfway mark, 
the 3-vear-olds situation has clarified but 
little. and, as so often happens in a sub- 
vintage year, consistency is at a premium: 
surprise results have become the rule, 
rather than the exception. 

When the season opened chief interest 
centered around the top 5 in the free 
handicap, or as it is known in Italy, the 
Optional. They were the Razza Dormello- 
Olgiata’s unbeaten filly Barbara Sirani 
(150 pounds), her stablemate Tissot 
(149). Nico Castellini’s Hidalgo (148), 
the Razza del Soldo’s Magabit (147), and 
the Razza di Rozzano’s Zimone (144). 

Barbara Sirani was the first to fall from 
grace, though in the light of subsequent 
events the unusually wet spring may have 
contributed to her downfall, and she came 
back to form in the early summer. After 
a winning debut in the Premio Pisa she 
was forced to miss the Premio Elena owing 
to a slight injury, but her connections 
considered her good enough to win the 
colts’ classic the following week.  Start- 
ing at odds-on, she ran as if short, and 
though she had every chance in the stretch, 
she could do no better than to finish 
fourth in a field of 7. 


The One-Mile Classics 


In her absence the Elena attracted one 
of the worst-class fields for a number of 
years and was won by the moderate 
Moleca, which outstayed Louis Turner’s 
Geraldine on an off track to win by a 
length, with her stablemate Brentana an- 
other 4 lengths away, third. 

Owned and bred by the Mantova Stable, 
Moleca is a big chestnut filly by Traghetto 
(Cavaliere d’Arpino—Talma) out of Lore- 
dana by Onafrasimus from Germinate by 
Sunbright from Dorinda. 


Tissot, Hidalgo, Magabit and Zimone 
all opened up their second-season cam- 
paigns on the same day. Hidalgo and 
Magabit clashed in the one-mile Premio 
Alfonsa Doria at Rome. Magabit appreci- 
ated the off track to win by 114 lengths 
from the Razza Unciniano’s Consivio, with 
Hidalgo fourth, 4 lengths behind the 
Razza Ticino’s Onies, which had finished 
third to Barbara Sirani in the Premio 
Pisa. 

In the 714-furlong Premio Firenze at 
Florence, Tissot scored a runaway 10- 
length victory, beating 3 moderate oppon- 
ens, while Zimone was a 6-length winner 
in the one-mile XXXIV Triennale at Milan. 

Magabit and Hidalgo met again in the 
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Premio Jockey Club (Italian Two Thou- 
sand Guineas), and with Hidalgo re- 
covering his juvenile form on the firm 
going, they fought out a tremendous 
duel over the last 3 furlongs, Magabit 
getting the verdict by a neck. An objection 
to the winner was not sustained, although 
the riders of the first and second were 
severely fined and both suspended for 7 
days.

In the Italian equivalent to the New- 
market Stakes, the Emanuele Filiberto, 
run over 10 furlongs at Milan, there was 
no doubt about the superiority of Tissot 
over Zimone, and on an off track he left 
the rest of the field trailing to cross the 
line 8 lengths ahead of Michiel, with 
Zimone a head behind in third place. 

Bad weather held up Barbara Sirani’s 
preparation for the Oaks, and she was 
withdrawn 2 days before the race. The 
Oaks was run in appalling conditions and 
resulted in a win for the Razza del Soldo’s 
La Canea, making her first appearance 
of the season. Coming through with a 
strong run in the final furlong. she had 2 
lengths to spare in beating Geraldine, with 
the Elena winner Moleca the same distance 
away third.

Sesamoid Fractures 


(The Journal of the American Veter- 
inary Medical Association last month pub- 
lished several of the papers read at the 
first annual meeting of the American As- 
sociation of Equine Practitioners. Re- 
produced below are extracts from 2 of the 
papers. The first is “Surgical Removal of 
Fracture Fragments of the proximal Sesa- 
moid Bone,” by Dr. E. A. Churchill, of 
Centerville, Md.) 


Fractures of the sesamoid bone are not 
common in Standardbred horses but. ap- 
parently, occur more frequently in Thor- 
oughbred horses. They always cause con- 
cern because of their frequent unfavor- 
able termination. 


The surgical technique to be described 
is not, unfortunately, a solution to the 
problem of fractured sesamoid bones. It is 
merely one method of treatment which has 
limitations and which can be applied to 
only a relatively small percentage of cases. 
However, with greater use of the tech- 
nique, it undoubtedly will be improved. 


Etiology 


The cause of fractures of the sesamoid 
bone is probably not a constant factor. It 
is reasonable to assume that muscular fa- 
tigue at the end of a race can cause a horse 
to rely on basic skeletal structure for sup- 
port rather than upon muscular elasticity. 
This would subject the suspensory liga- 
ment to more than its normal share of sup- 
port and thereby increase the strain on the 
sesamoid bones. This theory would be more 
applicable to the Thoroughbred than the 
Standardbred horse. .. . 


Pathology 


The anatomical peculiarities of the sesa- 
moid bone seem to be a factor when a frac- 
ture occurs. The blood supply to the sesa- 
moid bone is limited. The bone itself has a 
limited periosteal covering and no marrow 
cavity. Therefore, when fractured, the 
sesamoid bone has no true periosteal or 
endosteal bone regeneration such as occurs 
in a long bone. Another difficulty is the 
postfracture contraction of the suspensory 
ligament, or the inferior sesamoidean 
ligaments, or both, which tend to separate 
the fracture fragments. A weak fibrous 
union of the fracture fragments or chronic 
sesamoiditis are frequently the end result. 


Surgical Treatment 


In order to be a good surgical risk, the 
fracture of the sesamoid bone must involve 
the apex (proximal portion) of the bone. 
This is the only site which lends itself well 
to surgical approach. The proximal frag- 
ment should not consist of more than one 
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The combination of Roman and staying bloodlines on the dam's 
side has produced the best of the Romans. This filly follows 
that pattern. She is out of the tough “Challenger II mare 
Legendra, winner at 2, 3 and 4, including Cherryola and Melissa 
Handicaps, etc., beating such as Mother, Mahmoudess. This 
is her fourth foal; her first three have won. Legendra is own 
sister to 9 winners, including that excellent stayer Pictor, (stakes 
winner of 14 races and $111,410). The third dam, *Sweepless, 
was out of the winning stakes-producer Artless (by Hamburg), 
sister to the Futurity winner Artful.

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third of the total volume of the bone. The 
smaller the proximal fragment, the better 
the prognosis, since this correspondingly 
lessens the area from which the suspensory 
ligament must be detached. The opera- 
tion should be performed within two or 
three weeks of the time of fracture, before 
a fibrous union develops and before a 
sesamoiditis is initiated. 

Twenty-four hours prior to the opera- 
tion. the lateral or medial surface of the 
leg adjacent to the involved sesamoid bone 
is clipped and shaved from a point midway 
between the knee and fetlock to the middle 
of the pastern. A wet pack of a 1:5,000 
dilution of bichloride of mercury should 
then be applied and allowed to remain 
until the operation. In preparation for the 
general anesthesia, the horse should be 
fed sparingly, but water need not be 


withheld. 


A general anesthetic is preferred for 
this procedure because of the necessary 
asepsis and because of the manipulations 
of the leg that are necessary during 
surgery. Either chloral hydrate alone or 
chloral hydrate in combination with 
magnesium sulfate for this procedure. . . 

Immediately following surgery, terra- 
mycin (2.5 Gm.) and aqueous penicillin 
(3,000,000 units) are administered. This 
medication is repeated daily for six days, 
except that the terramycin is reduced to 
1.0 Gm. daily after the second day. Other 
antibotics would probably be just as effec- 
tive. The surgical wound should be in- 
spected and dressed daily. In one case, 
the joint became infected and it was 
necessary to give daily injections of peni- 
cillin and streptomycin directly into the 
joint. 

About the third day following surgery, 
the horse should be able to bear weight on 
the leg and walk reasonably well. It is then 
recommended that the horse be walked 
twice daily for increasing periods of time. 
I believe this helps to prevent any adhe- 
sions that otherwise might develop within 
the joint. 

The skin sutures should be removed in 
eight to ten days. 

The horse should then be rested for 
about three months. At least this much 
time is probably necessary for the sesa- 
moid bone and the suspensory ligament to 
heal. After the second month of rest, 
blisters applied to the fetlock area may 
be of some benefit. 


Statistics 


As of this date, I have operated on 23 
horses for removal of a fracture fragment 
of the proximal sesamoid bone. Of the 23 
horses, 11 resumed racing; 6 of the 11 were 
completely sound, while the other 5 would 
“sore up” after each race, as a result of 
chronic sesamoiditis. It is noteworthy 
that only 7 of the 23 were surgically treat- 
ed within 30 days of the time of fracture. 
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Of the 7 horses, one became infected at 

the time of surgery and was not returned 

to training; the remaining 6 were the 

horses which became completely sound. 
Summary 


Surgical removal of fracture fragments 
of the proximal sesamoid bone is a success- 
ful and practical procedure. For best re- 
sults: 

1) The fracture should be recent (with- 
in 30 days; preferably 21 days). 

2) The fracture should involve the apex 
of the sesamoid bone. 

3) The fracture fragment should consist 
of no more than one third of the total 
volume of the sesamoid bone. 


Nasal Catarrah, Sinus Infections 


(The following paper, “Nasal Irrigation 
in the Treatment of Nasal Catarrh and 
Sinus Infections in Horses,” was presented 
by Dr. Paul J. Meginnis, who is in equine 
practice in Roselle, Ill.) 


Nasal catarrh, a symptom of sinusitis, 
is common in the race horse, at least. in 
the areas with which we are familiar 
(Chicago and New Orleans). While in- 
fection is probably the most important 
etiological factor in the cause of sinusitis, 
high humidity, the season of the year, 
drafty barns and stalls, and dusty hay or 
bedding are contributing factors. The 
affected horses we have encountered have 
been treated with antibotics; therefore, we 
believe the infections have been minimized 
and the contributing factors play an impor- 
tant part in the aggravation of the condi- 
tion. 

The discharge in nasal catarrh and sin- 
usitis can be described as three types: pu- 
rulent, mucopurulent, and catarrhal. A pu- 


rulent nasal drainage is more apt to occur 
in animals that have gone through the 
“shipping fever-influenza” syndrome of 
respiratory infections. This is especially 
true with yearlings and 2-year-olds when 
they are moved into areas where there is a 
large concentration of horses. The purulent 
drainage that follows an acute attack of a 
respiratory infection may persist, some- 
times intermittently, for varied periods of 
time. 

Mest horses recover from a_ purulent 
sinusitis following the administration of 
one or more courses of antibiotic therapy. 
However. for the past several years, we 
have seen from 1 to 6 horses per year 
with a persistent purulent nasal discharge, 
more unilateral than bilateral. Following 
an acute attack of the anterior respiratory 
tract, the nasal discharge is generally al- 
ways bilateral but, as the condition pro- 
gresses, the frontal and maxillary sinuses 
on a given side may recover more rapidly, 
resulting in less drainage from that side. 

Chronic purulent nasal discharge can 
also be a sign of other localized infections, 
such as when alveolar periostitis (inflam- 
mation of the membrane of connective 
tissue of the jaws where the sockets for 
the teeth are situated) accompanies infec- 
tion of the last four upper cheek teeth, 
in which case, the discharge will be uni- 
lateral. A caries odor from the infected 
tooth or teeth, as well as a radiographs, 
will aid in the diagnosis. 

Necrosis of a turbinate bone (thin plates 
covered with olfactory and mucous mem- 
brane borne on the walls of the nasal 
chambers) or bones will also result in a 
purulent nasal discharge from the affected 
side. The discharge may contain sequestra 
(a portion of dead tissue) and the visual 
aid of a diagnostic light will assist in 
making the diagnosis. 

A guttural pouch abscess or other infec- 
tions in the region of the pharynx or larynx 
can result in nasal discharge. Kral re- 
commends the use of a laryngoscope in 
diagnosing infections in the region of the 
pharynx, larynx, and guttural pouches. 

In infections in the pharyngeal area, en- 
largement of the mandibular lymph nodes, 
as well as the parotid and submaxillary 
salivary glands, may be observed external- 
ly. The nasal discharge, when present, 
will be bilateral and will usually contain 
particles of feed. In addition, it is not 
uncommon to observe that water returns 
through the nasal passages while drinking. 
An accurate diagnosis is important be- 
cause the treatment to be described (nasal 
irrigation) would have no effect on cases 
such as alveolar periostitis and would be 
contraindicated in guttural pouch or other 
infections in the region of the pharynx 
and larynx, since nasal irrigations might 
add to the choking hazard.

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tion, several days might elapse before the 
character of the discharge changes but, 
from a purulent stage, it will gradually be- 
come mucopurulent and, finally, catarrhal. 
More cases of the latter type are encounter- 
ed. Furthermore, the presence of a catarrh- 
al sinusitis can influnce the racing per- 
formance of a horse. 

The affected animal will appear normal 
except for an occasional discharge of a 
viscid-watery type or of clear mucous 
plugs. The latter. in my opinion, is more 
apt to affect the stamina of a race horse 
because the mucous mass can_ interfere 
with air passage, contributing to anoxemia 
(a condition caused by lack of aeration of 
the blood). During a workout or a race, 
one or more of these mucous plugs may 
pass out of the nasomaxillary opening into 
the nasal passage (s). Since it is assumed 
that the force of air in the nasal passages 
is greater during inspiration than during 
expiration, the mucus is more apt to be 
aspirated into the pharynx during inspira- 
tion than expelled during expiration. If 
the amount of mucus is excessive, the 
animal may choke, and the discharge may 
be seen coming from the nostrils. If the 
mucus is tenacious, small quantities coming 
in contact with the soft palate or epiglottis 
may produce slight signs of choking. How- 
ever, usually of greatest importance is the 
anoxemia due to interference with air 
passage. 


Equipment 

Our use of nasal irrigation therapy for 
nasal catarrh and sinus infections began 
several years ago. We had observed two 
types of equipment being used by others: 
a large bulb syringe with a rubber nozzle 
or an oxygen tank connected to an atom- 
izer. 

It seemed that most operators were too 
energetic when using the bulb syringe; 
horses resisted the irrigation and it usually 
resulted in a copious nasal discharge within 
24 hours. Irritation by the drugs used in 
the irrigating solutions probably had more 
to do with the increased discharge than did 
the method of treatment. However, the 
latter could be criticized because of the 
possibility of the solution entering the 
pharynx with enough force to produce 
strangulation and aspiration. Mechanical 
pneumonia had been known to result. No 
unfavorable impressions were formed from 
the oxygen tank-atomizer type of equip- 
ment. 

Our equipment is a vacuum-pressure air 
condenser with a 14-horsepower motor 
operating from a 110-volt AC line. The 
air hose between ‘the compressor and 
atomizer is 8 feet long, allowing for con- 
siderable movability by the operator. The 
atomizer is a glycerin type, having a 1-oz. 
glass chamber for the medicament, attach- 
ed to which is a 7/16-inch soft rubber 
nozzle 18 inches long. The amount of 


air pressure is recorded by a gauge and 
controlled by means of a set screw. 


Technique 


The screw is set so the gauge reads prac- 
tically zero which results in a splashing 
effect, not a spray. A horse would prob- 
ably inhale much of the spray, while the 
method here described limits the irrigant 
largely to the nasal passages. 

It is easier to treat the horse in its stall 
but a little time should be allowed to let 
the patient become acquainted with the 
apparatus. The irrigating solution is 
warmed to body temperature, the atomizer 
chamber is filled, and the current is turned 
on without introducing the nozzle into the 
nasal passages. The atomizer is brought 
close to the head of the horse so it may see 
and hear it bubbling, as well as hear the 
noise from the compressor. If patience is 
used, only about 1 out of 10 animals will 
require a twitch. 

The current should then be shut off and 
the nozzle of the atomizer introduced about 
6 inches along the floor of the ventral 
meatus. The current is then turned on and 
two to three minutes taken to irrigate 1 oz. 
of the solution into the nasal passage. If 
the pretreatment discharge is more copious 
on one side, 2 to 3 oz. is used on that side. 

Treatments are repeated on the average 
of about twice a week until the nasal dis- 
charge stops. Mild cases of catarrhal

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sinusitis are usually benefited by one or 
two treatments, while a purulent sinusitis 
may take several treatments. No two 
cases react similarly. The season of the 
year and climatic changes can affect 
results considerably; high humidity seems 
to slow recovery more than cold tempera- 
tures and recovery is usually more rapid 
during the dry periods of the summer, 
Following each treatment, if pasture for 
grazing is not available, the feed should be 
placed on the floor, to take advantage of 
the drainage by gravity. If the hay is 
dusty or the season extremely dry, the hay 
should be sprinkled with water just before 
it is fed. If the season is cold or damp, 
drafts in the stall must be eliminated. 


Drugs 


In the irrigating solutions, three anti- 
biotics and one enzyme were used. The 
base solution for the antibiotics is glycerin 
and normal saline, equal parts. Solutions 
of penicillin, streptomycin, penicillin- 
streptomycin, and tyrothricin have been 
used. The latter is preferred. Four ounces 
of a 0.05 per cent solution of tyrothricin is 
mixed with 28 oz. of the glycerin-saline 
base. This quart of irrigating solution 
contains approximately 6 mg. of tyrothric- 
in. 

The enzyme used is pancreatic dornase, 
which liquifies pus by a catalytic action on 
the nucleoproteins. It is a useful agent in 
treating conditions such as sinusitis. We 
have used it since January, 1953, in treat- 
ing the purulent and mucopurulent types. 
As the liquifying action (the result of the 
enzyme) progresses, tyrothricin solution is 
used in addition. We use the enzyme at 
the rate of 100,000 units to 4 oz. of normal 
saline. The resulting solution is prepared 
just prior to its use and is sufficent for the 
treatment of 1 horse. Kral reports excel- 
lent results using pancreatic dornase in 
treating affected sinuses through a small 
trephine opening in the maxillary sinus. 


Results 


A total of 82 horses were treated with 
nasal irrigations in 1954 and 1955 and 
perhaps 300 horses in the last eight years. 
Ill-effects, following this type of treat- 
ment, have been noticed in only 3 horses. 
Symptoms observed in these animals were 
slight fever, lassitude, and loss of 
appetite. There appeared to be no in- 
crease in the amount of nasal discharge. 
All 3 were back on feed and their tempera- 
tures had returned to normal in approxi- 
mately 24 hours. It is our opinion that the 
irrigations were a factor in changing a 
chronic inflammation into a subacute one. 
We have never recommended nasal irriga- 
tions in treating acute or subacute nasal 
catarrh and sinusitis for fear of scattering 
an infection that should be localizing.

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that ownership of Thoroughbreds may 
change several times in one season if they 
are entered in claiming races. As a result, 
many of the horses treated are moved to 
other racing areas and further history of 
the case is not available. Surgical invasion 
of the sinuses has not been necessary in 
any of the animals which have continued 
to race in this area. A large percentage of 
the trainers are pleased with the results of 
the treatments because of the rapid im- 
provement. Trainers also are generally 
pleased by the cooperation shown by the 
horse while receiving the treatments: in 
fact, some patients give the impression 
that they like the nasal irrigations. 


Discussion 


It is my opinion that the glycerin in the 
irrigating solution contributes to the im- 
mediate improvement shown following 
treatment of a catarrhal sinusitis. Within 
48 to 72 hours, the nasal orifice appears 
clean and dry. This is probably the result 
of the hygroscopic action of the glycerin. 
In addition, there is the possibility of 
shrinking action on the surface of the 
mucosa in the nasal passages. However, 
in spite of the temporary improvement, 
the majority of these horses require further 
treatment. 


Whether any of the irrigating solution 
reaches the cavity of the maxillary sinus 


through the nasomaxillary opening is 
doubtful. We are sure, nevertheless, that 
nasal irrigations stimulate sinus drainage. 
On a few occasions. we have treated horses 
which had a history of choking during a 
workout or a race, although nasal drain- 
age had not been observed by the trainer 
or groom. While treating these animals, 
one or more clear mucous plugs would 
often roll or slide from the nasal orifice. 
It is my impression that these mucous 
masses came from the maxillary sinuses, 
since they were not tenacious and were 
unattached in the nasal passages. 


Conclusions 


A method of nasal irrigation for the 
treatment of nasal catarrh and sinus infec- 
tions has been described. Approximately 
300 horses were treated in eight years with 
slight, temporary ill-effects in 3 cases. 

A differential diagnosis is necessary to 
eliminate, from this type of treatment, 
those animals suffering from guttural 
pouch infections, abscesses in the pharyn- 
geal and laryngeal regions, and alveolar 
periostitis, This method of treatment is 
not recommended in acute sinusitis. Most 
of the animals treated had previously fail- 
ed to respond to antibiotic or other 
therapy. 

Surgical treatment is believed not to 
have been necessary in any of the animals 
treated by this method.

Further Gains for Ak-Sar-Ben 


Ak-Sar-Ben, at Omaha, closed its most 
successful meeting on July 7. In 35 days 
the track drew 356,252 persons, daily aver- 
age 10.179, and betting totaled $17,304.- 
433, average $494,412. The figures repre- 
sent gains of 6.2 per cent in attendance 
and 2.75 per cent in betting over 1955, 
best previous season in  Ak-Sar-Ben 
history. The track has shown an increase 
in attendance and betting each year since 
1945. 

Closing day was the best of the meeting, 
with betting reaching $861,356. It had 
appeared that the track was headed for 
its first $900,000 day until a severe rain- 
storm (2 inches of rain in 20 minutes) 
slowed down activity after the sixth race. 


Net purse distribution was $673,300, 
another new record, with a daily average 
of $19,237. Biggest money-winning stable 
was that of E. K. Carey, of Denver, with 
earnings of $31,100. Carey owned Silver 
State, which won 2‘stakes and led all 
horses with earnings of $14,500. 


Fewer Fans, More Betting 


At the end of 25 of Monmouth Park’s 
50 days of racing the track showed a gain 
of 2.3 per cent in betting and a decline 
of 2 per cent in attendance from 1955 
figures. This year the daily average 
betting and attendance for 25 days were 
$1,429,397 and 16,691; last year the 
figures were $1,397,220 and 17,033. 


River Downs and the Rains 


River Downs race track, near Cincin- 
nati, closed one of its most successful 
meetings on July 14. In 44 days the 
track drew 239.854 patrons, daily average 
5.451, and the betting totaled $14.197.607. 
average $322,673. 

Both betting and attendance were down 
slightly from the records set in 1955, but 
were above other years. Last year the 
figures were 259,324, average 5.894, and 
$14,740,617, average $335.014. Leon A. 
Slavin, track president, attributed the 
decrease to rainy weather. 

Purse distribution was $599,900, an in- 
crease of $41,200 over 1955. Leading 


money winning horse was Faithful Song, 
which collected $11,015 from 3 wins, in- 
cluding the Queen City and Kentucky 
Stakes.

Something New in Ohio 


(Mrs. Sally Pearse, secretary-treasurer 
of the newly formed Ohio Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association, supplied THE 
Bioop-HorseE with the following account 
of the organization’s history and aims, and 
also reported on business transacted at 
the OTHA’s first annual meeting, held 
at Fort Miami race track on July 8.) 


Our beginning goes back to January 22. 
when a small group of northwestern Ohio 
Thoroughbred horsemen met our 
Haleyon Farm. We discussed some of 
our common complaints and proposed var- 
ious remedies. 

It was proposed that an organization 
of Thoroughbred horsemen be formed. 
It was agreed that the association formed 
would be non-profit. Its purpose would 
be for higher class sportsmanlike conduct 
of the industry. 

The aims of the Ohio Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association include: 

1. To help procure stalls for a number 
of small owners. It has been suggested 
that if an individual’s request for a stall 
should be turned down by a track in Ohio 
a request by the association should be 
registered in behalf of its member—if the 
horse or horses qualified. 

2. To encourage more races for Ohio- 
bred horses, with at least one stakes for 
Ohio-breds at each meeting. Also to 
secure weight allowances for Ohio-owned 
and QOhio-bred horses racing at Ohio 
tracks. 

3. To secure a closer co-operation of 
various facets of the Ohio Thoroughbred 
industry in order that track management. 
public officials, owners, trainers, and 
breeders will better understand the 
problems and actions of each other, and 
will recognize the integrity and _ effort 
necessary for the operation of each group. 

4. To present to the public a clearer 
conception of the constant attention to 
detail and of the magnitude of the con- 
tinuing effort which is necessary to operate 
a racing stable. One of our members 
reported that more horses start on Ohio 


tracks than in any other state—from 27.- ° 


000 to 30,000 starts each year in Ohio. 

5. To collect and distribute to mem- 
bers technical information on the feed- 
ing, care, and training of Thoroughbreds. 
with emphasis on co-operative interchange 
of data between interested colleges and 
foundations and the association’s member- 
ship. 

6. To request a few extra days racing at 
each Ohio track, with the proceeds to go 
to crippled children’s organizations or 
other worthy charities. 

At our meeting at Fort Miami on July 
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8. A. L. Baughman. owner of Clay Hill 
Stock Farm. Paulding, was elected presi- 
dent. and Mrs. Sally Pearse was elected 
secretary-treasurer. Named as_ trustees, 
along with Paulding and Mrs. Pearse. were 
Mel Alexander, of Piqua; William Green. 
of Orient: James Modesitt. of Toledo: C. 
L. Reinhart, of Paulding: Russell Thomas. 
of Swanton; and John Warkentin, of 
Swanton. One other trustee will be named 
at a later meeting. 


It was decided to hold meetings the 
second Sunday in January, March, May. 
July. September, and November, with the 
annual election to be conducted at the July 
meeting. 

Our legal counsel is Mr. Frank A. 
Harrington, a member of Fuller. Harring- 
ton, Seney, and Henry, of Toledo. At the 
meeting he told us that the State of Ohio 
has authorized the incorporation of the 
OTHA. Our office address is 807 Owens- 
Illinois Building, Toledo. 

At the present time our active member- 
ship includes 25 members, representing 
owners as far east as Cleveland and as far 
south as Columbus. 


We have 3 types of members. Active 


members are Ohio residents who are own- 
ers of Thoroughbreds. Associate members 
are non-residents who have Thoroughbred 
interests in Ohio. Honorary members will

On Shopping for Yearlings 


So you've decided to try your hand at picking some 
horses out of the big summer sales coming up at Keeneland, 
Saratoga. and Del Mar. and you haven’t had much experience 
at this sort of thing. and you'd like to have some clues to 
the general principles you should follow. 


Sir. there are no general principles. You just get in 
there and do the best you can, and if you can figure the odds 
as fast as they change in this game, then you have the sort 
of genius that should be rewarded—and occasionally is. 
This is the strangest, wackiest. most fascinating—but never 
mind that. 


There are some considerations of a general nature, but 
in the minds of different buyers they lead to different con- 
clusions. The conclusions depend largely upon how you like 
to play the game, but here are a few notes which suggest 
some of the characteristics of this involved pastime of buy- 
ing Thoroughbred yearlings out of the auction ring. 


The market this year probably will be the highest in 
history, or very near to it. If you’re coming to Keeneland. 
for instance, and you decide you want the best yearlings 
in the sale. it’s going to cost you upwards of $30,000 a head, 
assuming only 5 per cent of the yearlings are good enough 
for you. and also assuming that your judgment as to which 
are the best yearlings is in line with that of other buyers. 
If you prefer to take your gamble at the other end of the 
scale, you probably can have your pick of the cheapest 10 
per cent of yearlings without going above $3,500. The prob- 
abilities here get to be terribly complicated, but even if we 
had them figured to a fine point, it still would be largely a 
matter of taste. 


The extremely high prices usually are paid for very 
good-looking horses with fine pedigrees. Frequently they 
are more an evidence of excitement and_ psychological 
pressures than of probability estimates. The odds against 
“winning out” go up sharply in the upper price ranges, of 
course. On the other hand, there is a certain pleasure, with 
sources in the emotions rather than in the intellect, to be 
derived from going on stoutly in the face of long odds. The 
high prices will continue. partly because they are part of 
the fun. You can watch this from the sidelines, or the 
auctioneer will be glad to deal you in at any point. 


One of the prime considerations for the newcomer in 
this high-stakes game is the effect of the moment’s fashion. 
Ordinarily there are a few sires so hot that their progeny 
are likely to bring prices well beyond the actual probability. 
There is no good reason to adopt a policy of avoiding these. 
but it should be remembered that you are in the most 
fashionable store in town, and the mark-up is going to be 
fairly stiff. However, if you prefer the Tiffany hallmark. 
you'll have to stay in there when they start whizzing those 
$50.000 temptations around the ring. 


On the other hand, if you decide to play in the middle 
brackets, you may find that this preoccupation with prettiness 
and fashion will work to your advantage. Extra quality 
adds tremendously to the price of a yearling, and perhaps 
it should, but you will find that quality per se is the most 


expensive part of a horse, since it is quite as apparent to one 
bidder as to another. 


The bargins are more likely to be found among the 
plainer yearlings. whose mechanical excellence is wrapped 
in a less fancy package, and you can find examples all the 
way from Man o’ War to High Gun. One of the most notable 
of these examples would be Bull Lea, which had more sturdi- 
ness and less quality than most of the sons of *Bull Dog. 
Calumet Farm got him for $14,000 at Saratoga, and, as 
much as any one horse ever made the difference between 
good and great, Bull Lea has brought greatness to Calumet. 


Another prevailing trend which, if you go counter to it, 
may work to your advantage is the concern of most buyers 
for good 2-year-olds, and especially for early winners. The 
conformation of these quick types is known to everyone, 
and they sell well because of the anticipation of quick 
reward. It is a bit more difficult to pick out the real gems 
among the longer-legged, less matured, and usually less 
‘beautiful specimens that are going to need more time for 
development. On the other hand, precisely because it is more 
difficult to predict the development of horses—or anything 
else—over a longer span of time, the prices for these tend to 
be more reasonable, and the probability of getting a good 
runner is fairly high. 


Your advantages in this respect are canceled out, how- 
ever, if your trainer is one of those horsemen who considers 
a horse less valuable than a cow if he can’t tear out of the 
gate and get the first quarter in 22 and some change before 
next May. If you'll think back over the best horses of 
recent years in the 3-year-old-and-up group, you'll find an 
impressive list of outstanding runners which survived to 
attain distinction largely because some act of providence 
prevented their being torn to pieces by excessive strain on 
immature legs when they were 2-year-olds. 


Most of the sales yearlings have the disadvantage of 
having been fattened too much, exercised too little, and there 
seems to be nothing anybody can do about that. The late 
Royce Martin sold comparatively lean yearlings, got low 
prices for them, and sent out a high percentage of good run- 
ners. But you can hardly blame the other consignors for 
liking high prices. Let’s hope your trainer is wise enough 
to understand he can’t strip that fat off and make an athlete 
of a sales yearling in 2 or 3 months. 


The breeders, of course, are aware of the fact that a 
sales yearling may be less of an athlete if he carries more 
fat than necessary over a period of several weeks. They 
are also aware that. if he doesn’t, you will make the mistake 
of assuming that he is not a good doer and will lower your 
limit accordingly. 


Considering the narrow path they have to walk — be- 
tween too much for racing and too little for selling — the 
yearling vendors do a rather remarkable job. They now 
are providing the buyer with a better chance of finding a 
good race horse among the summer sales yearlings than at 
any previous time in the century. 


Whatever course you decide on, good hunting.
